—The tariff bill as adopted by Con- 


gress with all its incongruties, mis- 
takes and inconsistences has become 
a law without the President's signa- 
ture. 


The President by the passage of 


this bill has been in a very unpleasant 
predicament. 
At the last moment lie 


showed a lack of that backbone which 
his friends claimed he possessed, and 
was too cowardly either to sign or 
veto the bill, which he openly declared 
in his letter to Congressman Wilson 
as dishonorable and perfidy. 
The 


course he has taken in allowing the 
bill to pass by limitation, we believe 
to be the worst of the three horns of 
the dilemma presented to him.

had stood by bis guns and vetoed the 
bill, or made an open surrender and 
signed it, it would have been more 
manly than to run under cover and 
permit the bill to become a law with- 
out any action on his part. 


eclipsed railroad stocks for speculative 
purposes. 
It often occurs that the 


management of a company whose se- 
curities are listed upon the stock ex- 
changes falls into the hands of unscru- 
pulous men, who care more for tlieir 
own personal interests than for those 
of the ptople by whom they have 
either been elected or employed. 
It 


was this feature which brought western 
and southern railroad stocks into such 
disrepute. 
The opportunity afforded 


tlie railroad managers tor speculation 
was so great that few men in the west 
were able to or cared to withstand the 
temptation ol manipulating stocks. It 
nus within their power to put out 
Cloning statements of railroad earn 
ings ;irjd t jus boom Uic stock to a high 
point, at which the managers would 
sell thousands of shares to the genera! 
public; then by the simple process of 
bookkeeping it was an easy matter to 
absorb the big earnings so thut little 
or nothing was left 
for dividends. 


Down would go the market price of 
the stock and the men who had sold at 
liiyh figures would buy the stock at 
their own price, making a fortune in a 
single deal. 
The managers were in a 


position to know whether a dividend 
was to be increased,reduced or passed, 
ai.d anticipating the effect this would 
nave un the muiUt-l \\lcy could buy or 
sell the stock as most to their advan- 
tage and the general public suffered 
every time. 
About the time that 


speculators became thoroughly dis- 
gusted with this class of speculative 
shares, the "industrials" came on the 
m n i k c t a n d the manipulation of these 
stocks has been even more scandalous 
than llie conduct of the railroad men, 
because it has not been confined to 
officers of the corporations, but has 
tainted the career of many politicians. 
The "industrials" include the shares 
of the trusts such as the American 
Sugar Refilling Company, known on 
the street as "Sugar Trust," the Dis- 
tilling and Cattla Feeding Company, 
otherwise '-Whisky Trust." 


Ever since Mr. Wilson introduced 


his tariff bill in the House it was ap- 
parent that legislation at Washington 
would affect, favorably or adversely, 
the two trusts, sugar and whiskey. 
This gave the Senators and Represent- 
atives a chance to manipulate the 
market, and many of them took advan- 
tage of the oppoitunity. 
Possessed of 


advance information as to what was 
going to be done in committee, the 
ciimmiUee-mnn could sell the stocks 


buy them as was most advantage- 


ous. 
Then when the proceedings of 


the committee became known on Wall 
street, the trust stocks at once re- 
sponded lo the news and the Congress- 
men took their profits. 


Never 
was an administration so 


tainted with corruption of this kind. 
Siime of the Democratic newspapers 
are trying to throw the blame upon 
Carlisle and make a scape-goat of him, 
but the public knows full well that the 
corruption was not confined to one 
man and that the entire Democratic 
administration connived at the nefar- 
ious methods. 


Deals of this kind account for the 


activity of the trust stocks. 
When 


the public awakens to the fact that 
they have been playing into the hands 
not only of the trust managers, but of 
the men whom theyelected to serve them 
in office and enact honest laws, another 
period of dullness will probably strike 
Wall street and the stock-brokers will 
wonder why it is that the public is not 
in the market.

The Question of Wages. 


The cry of the workers against re- 


duction of wages is heprd in all parts 
of the land. 
It is painful, but exactly 


what they should have expected. 
No 


other prediction was ever more (right- 
fully verified than that of Republicans 
who foretold a general fall of wages as 
a necessary consequence of Democratic 
victory in 1893. They predicted, too, 
that much of the fall would come, as 
it has come, before the actual change 
of tariff which the Democrats proposed. 
In 
deciding 
whether 
they would 


attempt at all to produce goods to be 
sold months later, possibly in competi- 
tion with foreign goods admitted rU 
lower duties, manufacturers every- 
where were compelled to curtail pro- 
duction unless they could reduce the 
cost of labor and of goods. 
The 


anxiety of l.ibor in all departments is 
now to know how far the reduction 
must go. 


There are two factors to be con- 


sidered : the rates of «ages and the 
amount of employment obtained. 
Il 


the whole working force averages only 
three-quarters of the usual time, it is 
the same us if a quarter of the whole 
were idle. 
If an eighth are idle, and 


the wages of the rest have been re1 


duced a seventh, the purchasing power 
of all is again reduced a quarter. Some- 
thing like this has been the situation, 
Because the volume of business actually 
done represents 
only about three' 


quarters of the normal purchases. For 
the last three weeks orjnore, even be. 
fore it was known that mitl»me ,,,«-0, 
than the Sente tariff would be passed 
exhausted stock and the long delayed 
needs of the people have caused some 
increase in the force at work, but in 
most cases at lower wa^es. 
As this 


variety of changes goes on, day by day, 
with some establishments stopping 
work also, and some closed by strikes, 
it is not easy to judge how much the 
working force and purchasing power 
increase, if at all. For the moment, 
newstirkes appear to balance additional 
establishments set at work. 


One fact will be observed by every 


attentive reader of the news—that 
there is nowhere any raising of wages, 
at least as yet, above tile luw level to 
which wages have been depressed dur- 
ing a year of uncertainty. On the 
contrary, all the changes now reported 
are in the direction of reduction. 
In 


some establishments these are only in 
line with reductions previously made 
at other works of like nature, but in 
other cases they follow reductions 
previously made, and directly indicate 
an effort to meet foreign competition 
by reducing thecost of production. '1 he 
fact may as well be accepted at tue 
start that there is no use in expecting 
a return of such wages as were enjoyed 
under the McKinley act in 1892. 
The 


profits of manufacturing were not in 
that year so large as to admit of great 
reduction without stoppage of works 
at many of the less successful concerns, 
and consequent loss of employment by 
many workers and when there are 
many unemployed, wages inevitably 
tend downward. Nor is it 
within 


reasonable possibility that the heavy 
reduction of duties, which has been 
made in many branches, will be fol- 
lowed by no increase of imports. But 
every increase of imports will mean 
displacement 
of 
more 
American 


workers.—N. Y. Tribune.

The Failure of Civil Semes Ke- 


form, 


If there way any one thing upoi 


which this administration was parti- 
cularly strong, so far as the declara- 
tions of the President went, it was in 
the field of Civil Service Reform. 
What a record has there been made! 
It is altogether too serious to speak of 
ironically. The selection of Mr. Proc- 
tor for president of the Civil Service 
Commission was most admirable, but 
the rest of tae story is a dreary one to 
any one who is interested in the great 
movement which is slowly, but surely, 
taking the offices of the government 
out of politics, Tbe Post Office Depart- 
ment is folloving in the footsteps of 
ts predecessors; it is neither better 
nor worse, and is, as it has always been, 
the victim of a bad system. 
The loot- 


ing of the Interior Department has 
never been equalled in our time, and 
is only surpassed now by that of the 
Treasury Department. 
Not content 


with seizing every place outside the 
classified service in these two depart- 
ments, reductions, promotions, and 
removals, as has been shown by reports 
of the Civil Service Commission, have 
been made to an unheard of extent, 
and with a discrimination not merely 
in regard to politics, but, what is far 
worse, in regard to race and section— 
that is, against tbe colored people and 
against persons of Northern birth. Tbe 
spoiler 'has even reached out in the 
Treasury-Department and seized upon 
the Coast Survey; and the head o{ this

Consular Service has always been the 
prey of politics ; but never has it been 
changed with the merciless thorough- 
ness and rapidity exhibited by Mr. 
Quincy or with such absolute dis* 
regard of the needs of the service and 
of its importance to the business of the 
country. 
But the worst thing that has 


happened to Civil Service Reform is 
the ruling of the Attorney General that 
circulars demanding contributions of 
persons employed by the government, 
if sent by mail, are not a violation of 
the law against political assessments. 
This ruling nullifies that law ; and if 
sustained throws the whole government 
service open once more to the evil 
system of political assessments which 
it has taken years to destroy. 
The

down of the Civil Service law by pas-, 
sing by a party vote an act to throw 
the railway mail service open once 
more to the spoils system.—Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge, in North Ameri- 
can Review.

Oil tho Ciniary isiaud grows a foun- 


tain troo, a iveo most needed in some 
parts of the island. It is said that tho 
to furnish drink to every living creature 
in Hioro, nature having provided this 
remedy for tho drought of tho island. 
Every morning noar this part of tho is- 
land a cloud or mist arises from tho sea, 
which, tho winds force against tho steep 
cliff on whioh tho troo grown, nnd it is 
from tho niiBt that tho troo distills the 
water. 


China, too, claims her remarkable 


troo. This is known as tho tallow treo, 
so called from tho fact of its produc- 
ing a substance liko tallow, and whioh 
serves tho samo purpose, is of tho samo 
consistence, color and smell. On the is- 
land of Loo-Choo grows a treo, about tho 
size of a common cherry troo, whioh 
possesses tho peculiarity of changing tho 
color of its blossoms. 
At 0110 time tho 


flower assumes tho tint of tho lily, ami 
again shortly takes the color of tho rose. 
In Tibet there is a curious tree known 
as tho treo of tho thousand images. Its 
leaves aro covered with well defined 
characters of tho Tibetan alphabet. It 
is of great ago and tho only one of its 
land known there. 
Tho caobab troo is considered ono ol 


tho most wonderful of tho vegetable 
kingdom. 
It appears that nothing can 


kill this tree; houco it reaches ail aston- 
ishing ago as well as enormous size. 
Tho natives maka a strong cord from 
the fibers of tho bark; henco tho trees 
aro continually barked, but without 
damage, as they soon put forth a now 
bark. It appears impervious to ftro, and 
oven tho ax is resisted, as it continues 
to grow in length while it is lying on 
tho ground. 


Iu Mexico thoro is a plant known by 


tho name of palo do leoho. It belongs 
to tho family of euphorbia. Tho Indians 
throw the leaves into tho wafor, and the 
fish become stupefied and rise to tho 
surface and aro then caught by tho na- 
tives. In this case tho effect of tho nar- 
cotic soon passes off. Tho milk of this 
plant thrown upon the firo gives out 
fumes that produco nausea and head- 
ache. Tho milk taken internally is a 
deadly poison. It will produco death or 
insanity, according to the size of tho 
dose. Tbero is a popular belief among 
tho lower class in Mexico tbat tho in- 
sanity of tho ox-Empress Carlotta was 
caused by this poison. —San Jose Mer- 
cury.

Bomo Dcllgrlitfal Peculiarities Pointed Out 


by au Excellent Authority. 


Some delightful oddities of Scotch 


character aro given iu Wilmot Harri- 
son's new book, pays Tho Scottish 
American. 


Professor Adam Ferguson, the author 


of "Roman History," at whose house 
Burns and Scott met for the first and 
only time, eschewed wine and animal 
food, "but huge masses of milk and 
vegetables disappeared before him. 
In 


addition, his temperature waa regulat- 
ed by Fahrenheit, and often, when sit- 
ting quite comfortably, he would start 
up and put his wife and daughters in 
commotion because his eyo had fallen 
on tho instrument and ho vr« a degrea 
too hot or too cold. " Yet at the ago of 
72 he started for Italy with but a single 
companion to prepare for a now edition 
of his ' 'Roman History, "nor did he die 
till he had attained the age of 92. 


Another "character" is Dr. Aloxau- 


der Adam, rector of the high school and 
author of a work on Roman antiquities 
and a man of extraordinary industry. 
When at college, he lived on oafcnwal 
ahd small boans, with an occasional 
penny loaf, in a lodging which cost him 
fourpenco a" week. In later life ho de- 
voted himself absolutely to the work of 
teaching. 
In addition to his classes in 


the high school he appears to have had 
for his private pupils somo of the most 
eminent Scotchmen of his day. 


Rev. Sir Henry Wellwood Moncreiff, 


a member of a Scottish family distin- 
guished during several generations in 
connection both v/ith church and state, 
appo.ors to have given wonderful Sun- 
day suppers. "This most admirable and 
somewhat old fashioned gentleman was 
ono of those who always dined between 
sermons, probably without 
touching 


wiuo. 
He then walked back from his 


small house in the east cud of Queen 
street to his church, with his bands, hie 
little cooked hat, his tall cane and his 
cardinal air; preached, if it was his 
turn, a sensible, practical sermon, walked 
home m the same stylo, took tea about 
5, spent some hours in his study, at 9 
bad family prayers, at which he was 
delighted to see the friends of his sons, 
after which the whole party sat down 
to roatited hares, goblets of wine and his 
powerful talk." 


Gladstone Started tho Tune. 


The following story of Mr. Gladstone 


is told in the reminiscences of the late 
Rev. James Dodds: "Dr. Guthrio onco 
paid a visit to the Duke of Argyll at 
Inverary castle by special invitation. A 
large and brilliant assemblage of guesta, 
including Mr. Gladstone, were staying 
at tho castle, and before they retired for 
the night Dr. Guthrie was asked by the 
duke to conduct 'family worship.' 'With 
great pleasure I will conduct it,' said 
the doctor, 'but in the castle of Argyll 
we must observe the good old Presby- 
terian form and begin by singing a 
psalm.' It was agreed that a Scotch 
song should be sung to a Scotch tune, 
but the difficulty was to find a 'pre- 
centor' to 'start the tune' and lead the 
singing. 
After a number of ladies and 


gentlemen had been appealed to and had 
declared themselves unfit for the duty 
Mr. Gladstone stepped forward, saying, 
'I'll raise the tune. Dr. Guthrie,' and 
well did he perform his task."

After a certain timo had elapsed tho 


bodj was f,\\ athed in lawn fillets, which 
wen gluod together with a kind of thin 
gum and then crusted over with oostly 
perfumes. 
By this i»ode of embalming 


the shape of tho bony, tho lineaments 
of tho face, the eyebrows and eyelashes 
weri) preserved in their natural perfec- 
tion. 
Bodies thub embalmed nro what 


wo now call Egyptian mummies.—Phil- 
adelphia Times.

and is regarded with horror by nl 
around him. If ho is of i religious turn 
of mind, ho believes himself to bo eter 
nally lost and sinks iiito u state of chron 
ic mi lanoholy and npathy. On tho other 
hand, n natural self reliance, no longer 
controlled by common sense, expands 
into u belief that the patient has dom 
and t ,m do feats beyond tho power o 
sj)V jnorta! man.

"This 
consisted in confining the animal under 
an inverted drinking glass or tumbler 
below which a card was inserted when 
the capture was made and then waiting 
till dark, suddenly bringing the light of 
a cand'e near to the glass in which tha 
animal was confined. No sooner was 
this done than the scorpion invariably 
showul signs oJ great excitement, run- 
ning icund and round the interior of 
the tumbler wi ,h reckless velocity for a 
nurab( r of times. 


"This state having lasted for a minute 


or more, the animal suddenly became 
quiet, .ind turning its tail, or tho hinder 
part of its body, over its back, brought 
its recurved sting down upon tho mid- 
dle of tie head, and piercing it forcibly 
in a fi-w seconds became quite motion- 
less, and, in fact, quite dead. This ob- 
servation was repeated very frequently 
—in truth, it was adopted as the best 
plan of getting rid of the pests, and the 
young people were in the habit of han- 
dling them with impunity immediately 
after they were so killed and of preserv- 
ing many of them as curiosities." It is 
known that scorpions kill themselves 
when kurronnded by a ring of fire.

SPOUSE OF A SIOUX PRINCESS. 


ChmrleB P. Jordan, Cou»tn of G«n«ral Co*t«r 


and » Typical Border Scout. 


The queen of the Sioux is the wife of 


a white man. Neither of them is or has 
any reason to bo ashamed of it. 
Bed 


Cloud, without question tho greatest 
Indian chief of this generation, gave 
her away at the altar on the Sioux res- 
ervation. Tho Sioux queen's husband is 
Charles P. Jordan, brother of Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Jordan, United States ar- 
my, a cousin of General Ouster and one 
of the most tried representatives of tho 
government in the Indian country. He 
bears the honor of being the only white 
man who was ever elected a member of 
the Sioux council. In their days of pow- 
nr, before hardly a single white face had 
been seen west of the Missouri river, 
the Dakotas (Sioux) were one nation, 
ruled by ouo chief The last of this au- 
tocrntic dynasty was Old Smoke, who 
died in 1859 after seeing bis people 
pushed westward and his power curtail- 
ed. Although the husband of more than 
one ^uaw, he left but one child, a tiny 
girl, who could hardly coo when Old 
Smoke got ready to float upward to the 
happy hunting grounds. 
When dying, 


ho took her in his arms and named her 
The Beautiful Woman, and so she has 
since been known. The Beautiful Wom- 
an was a princess. She did no work, 
but learned of missionaries, scorned dog 
meat and kept her nails trimmed and 
her glorious black hair plaited and 
combed. Sho grew to womanhood, high 
spirited, proud and capricious—an ideal 
squaw. But as no ideal chief came to 
woo her she scorned an alliance with 
any common member of the tribe.

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follow of good education and address, 
came west as clerk to the Indian agent 
at Pine Eidge. Ho fell in love with the 
princess, and his love was reciprocated 
by the Sioux maiden. And so they were 
married by a priest in stole and surplice 
and with all tlie formalities of the white 
man's laws and customs. The big Sioux 
chiefs came from miles around to attend 
the wedding, the army officers from the 
neighboring posts jingled their spurs in 
the Old Virginia reel, which followed 
the benediction, and the pretty Sioux 
queen has since been plain Mrs. Jordan. 
A bevy of black eyed children bless the 
alliance. Charles P. Jordan, the Sioux 
queen's hubband, has lived on the fron- 
tier for many years. He is still in his 
prime, and his adventures would fill a 
book—or several of them. He has been 
scalped, shot full of arrows, bos been 
tortured and even condemned to death 
by tho hostiles. Thirty miles from Rose- 
bud agency he has a fine farm and stock 
ranch, well wooded with oak, elm, ash 
and box elder. There is a big orchard 
of cultivated fruits close by and a series 
of artificial dams clown tue vaney, m 
which beaver are encouraged to con- 
struct their own peculiar fortifications.

Marcus, was ablo to run and finished 
last. He did not dio, however, but was 
retired t,,tho stud.—Now York Herald.

HOW SLATE IS MINED. 


Ihe Wonderful Skill of the Workmen Who 


Cut It Up. 


The manner in which slate is mined 


and cat up for purposes to which it is 
applied is a process that is know.M to 
only a few people in this country, its 
principal sources being in upper New 
England and eastern Pennsylvania. It 
is not taken out of shafts, but it is qnar- 
ried out of big holes in the earth. Some 
time ago, when the writer was at Ban- 
gor, Pa., ho was invited to go down 
into ono of these quarries, about 200 
feet deep and overhand on a rope, but 
ho declined the invitation, RR I think 
most inexperienced persons would do. 
The slato is blasted out in huge blocks 
and is hoisted out by steam and turned j 
over to tho men who know how to re- 
duce it to the proper size. Hugo blocks 
of it aro taken in hand by these work- 
men, 
who cut a, notch into ono end of 


each piece. Then they tako a chisel and 
a mallet, and they are so skillful in di- 
recting their blows that they can split 
tho blocks of slato in almost any way 
they please. If you watch the slab on 
which ono of them is working, you will 
see a littlo hair lino running through it, 
and presently the block will fall apart 
on either side of this mark. Tho work- 
men will inakD this lino go straight 
through tho middle, or to either corner 
just as he likes. I do not know just how 
he does it, but ho invariably accom- 
plishes what he sets out to do. 


The smaller pieces thus produced are 


taken in hand by another set of men, 
who split them up into sheets of the 
proper thickness for rooting slate. This 
thoy do with a long bladecl instrument 
about tho shape of a putty knife, but 
many times larger, and if you saw 
them clo it you would marvel how they 
got tho sheets only one inch thick an 
split it 32 times. The usual number o 
divisions is 1C. These sheets aro taken 
and cut into squares by machinery.

will find a groat many Welshmen, fo 
the best slaters como from Wales. Boy 
follow tho trade of their fathers, anc 
there aro whole families and settlement 
who know no other means of earning 
living.—Now York Advertiser.

Peaa In a Pod. 


S. M. Andree, a Swedish scientist, 


has collected tabular information show- 
ing the average weight of peas in their 
pods. The lightest peas were always 
found near the ends of the pod. The 
average weight of a pea was greater the 
larger the number of peaa in the pod, 
so that the largest pods contained the 
heaviest peas. The weight of the peas 
next the point of the pod increased with 
the increased number of peas in the pod. 
With the exception of the first and last 
peas there was but a very small differ- 
ence ,in the weight of the peas in the 
some pod. 


The adult insect or fly is described as 


much resembling a diminutive mosqui- 
to. 
It makes its appearance very early 


IH the season before tho pear blossoms 
open. 
The female deposits her eggs in 


the latter by piercing the petals or the 
calyx. 
Tho midge larva) hvo on the 


substance of the pear tissue, destroying 
tho seed and chocking tho growth of tho 
fruit, which decays and drops in early 
summer. Our illustration shows a sound 
young pear and one deformed by tho pear 
midgo larvce. 


Tho groat difficulty encountered in 


fighting this insect lies in tho fact that 
there is no period at which it is within 
reach of ordinary insecticides. Tho eggs 
are laid in the bud before it opens, and 
the young larvie get into the heart of 
tho fruit before it is fully formed. The 
adult fly does not feed and is hence be- 
yond our reach. It is only after the in- 
jury is done that the insect goes under- 
ground and within reach of destructive 
agencies. 


As a preventive measure it is recom- 


mended that the trees be examined as 
soon as the pears are well set and that 
every infested or auspeeted pear bo 
picked off and completely destroyed, 
whilo if an orchard is generally infested 
the following practice is recommended. 


Cultivate as usual, or if the orchard 


is in grass or clover plow under after 
June 15 as soon as may be. 
Top dress 


with kaiuit 1,000 pounds to the acre to 
benefit trees as well as to kill tho in- 
sects. 
As soon as proper, say early in 


August, sow crimson clover. This will 
use up the potash not required by the 
fruit trees and will store nitrogen as 
woll as occupy the ground. 
Early the 


following spring timi this sod under as 
deeply as may be proper. 
It should be 


done before tho pear buds are developed 
in order to head off and destroy any 
midges then in the pupa state near the 
surface of tho soil. 
This practice is at 


tho same time tho best for the benefit of 
the orchard.—St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 


JOHN BULL IN AFRICA. 


The Crafty Old Gentleman Jfow Owns About 


1,400,OOO Square Milet*. 


The latest acquisition of African ter- 


ritory gives Great Britain an unbroken 
line across the length of Africa from 
the Mediterranean and the Nile to the 
extreme point of the continent. In all, 
this territory, held in various ways, 
from Cape Colony up to the "occupa- 
tion" ' of Egypt, is in extent about 1,400, - 
000 square miles and has a population 
of 80,000,000. In the Nile valley it in- 
cludes incomparably the best of north 
Africa. In Uganda it holds the key to 
the lakes of central Africa, nearly as 
large as our own lake system. The new 
treaty gives it the high land west of 
Lake Tanganyika, considerably higher 
and healthier than the eastern, in Ger- 
man hands. 


The new conquests of the British 


South Africa company add the great ta- 
blelands of tho interior of subtropical 
Africa, in much of which white men. 
live. Lastly, there is Cape Colony, the 
only vital European settlement in all 
Africa. 
As it stands this great high- 


way holds two-thirds of all of Africa in 
which Europeans can live and carry on 
efficient administration. 
It has the 


most fertile tract in the continent in 
Egypt, its healthiest in Cape Town, its 
greatest gold mines and the only region 
from which tropical Africa can" be con- 
trolled. 


Still more important is its relation to 


African water courses. 
A steamer can 


start at Alexandria and run, when the 
mahdi's successor is cleared away, to a 
point on Albert Edward Nyanza, 125 
miles from Lake Tanganyika. This runs 
to within 70 miles of Lake Nyassa. From 
this lake the Shire river, broken at 
Murchison falls, descends to the Zam- 
besi and the Indian ocean. From a nav- 
igable point on the Congo is less than 
100 miles to Lake Tanganyika. 
The 


Aruwiui runs as near the Nile. 
It is 


possible to start at the mouth of the Zam- 
bezi and reach the mouth of the Kongo 
or Nile with less than 200 miles of land 
travel, and the key and center to this 
great system is now in English hands. 
—Omaha Bee. 


that she was built by a party of capital- 
ists who intended to sell her to somo 
foreign monarch. Sho was commanded 
by Captain Moies Rogers and was a 
ship rigged vessel of nearly 400 tons. 
She had a horizontal engine, which was 
placed between her decks, and her boil- 
ers were in tho lower hold.

vannah sailed from New York in 1819, 
going to Savannah, her namesake, in 
seven days, four of which she used 
steam. There sho was chartered by tho 
city corporation to go to Charleston to 
take President Monroe, who was then 
traveling through the states on a pleas- 
ure excursion. He failed to accept tha 
invitation, and tho boat returned to Sa- 
vannah. 
After remaining at this port 


for some days and taking out parties 
of curiosity as well as pleasure seekers 
the Savannah sailed for Liverpool, 
reaching it after a voyage of 18 days, 
seven of which were made under steam. 
The arrival of the strange looking ves- 
sel, with huge clouds of smoko ascend- 
ing from her decks and obscuring her rig- 
ging, caused quite a commotion when 
fihe entered St. George's channel off 
the city of Cork, and the commander of 
the British man-of-war lying in the 
harbor thought she was a vessel in dis- 
tress and sent two cutters to board her. 
Everything found all right, however, 
the Savannah was allowed to proceed 
on her way, and thousands of people 
greeted her as she steamed up the Mer- 
sey to Liverpool with tho American 
flag flying at her head. 
The Savannah 


then made a trip to Copenhagen, Crou- 
stadt and St. Petersburg and then re- 
turned to this country, where she was 
relieved of her steam apparatus and 
for many years ran as a packet between 
Now York and Savannah, finally going 
ashore and breaking up on Long Island. 
The Savannah was, of course, a sido 
wheeler, and as it was impossible to 
carry a sufficient supply of fuel in her 
to keep up steam on a long voyage her 
wheels were removed during good sail- 
ing weather and canvas substituted. 
The king of Sweden wanted to buy tho 
boat when it was abro-ad, but the deal 
went through. Now, thoso are the facts 
about the first steamship that ever cross- 
ed the Atlantic ocean.—Washington 
Star.

A writer i i Machinery points out tho 


fact, as ascorl ainod by examination, that 
but very fuv steam gauges ai-o correct 
throughout t no whole ran go of tho scale 
and remarks that in testing a gauge it 
is desirable to make the pressure at 
which steam is usually earned tho most 
important point to bo dotermiix d 
A 


gauge may be correct at low pressure 
aud not so at higher pressures, aud the 
reverse may also bo found, especially 
with gauges that havo been in use some 
time. By many it is not considered ad- 
visable to us< a gauge for recording pres- 
sures as high as that shown on the dial, 
as few springs will stand such an ex- 
tension without becoming permanently 
sot, to a coitain extent, this being es- 
pecially the case with tho cheaper 
gauges. It i., according to this writer, 
not a difficult matter to devise means 
for comparing with a test gauge any 
kind of force pump serving the purpose, 
or the boilc r feed pump may be util- 
ized Again, gauges can be tested by fit- 
ting them 13 a piece o? lead pipe, a 
gauge at either end, the pipe being bout 
to bring the .;auge& vertically.

of her sex. 
She was taken to court iu 


the Black Maria with a uegress and a 
white woman, both convicted felons, go- 
ing to be sentenced. She was kept in 
the pen waiting for her case to bo called, 
exposed to the impudent gaze of the 
horde of courtroom loafers. 


"When her case was called, tho court
